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FTER NOT HAVING a champi- 

on for more than a month, the 
USWA has a “King” again! Jenry 
Lawler captured the vacant USWA 
title by defeating Austin Idol in the 
final round of a 21-wrestler tourna- 
ment on October 8 in Memphis. 

The tournament was scheduled 
when The Snowman was stripped 
of the belt on August 27 after he was 
injured and could not defend the title 
within a 30-day period. Snowman had 
defeated Lawler for the title on June 
18 in Memphis. 

Lawler became the number-one 
seed in the tournament by winning a 
round-robin event on October 1 in 
Memphis. The seeding resulted in 
Lawler receiving a bye through the 
first round. He defeated massive 
Mark Callous by disqualification in 
the second round and pinned Dick 
Slater in the third round. Lawler 
beat Terry Fumk by disqualification 
in the semifinal, but after the match 
he was piledrived by Funk and Eddie 
Gilbert. 

Things were about to get worse for 
Lawler, as Idol, with whom Lawler 
had been on friendly terms, turned 
against Lawler before the start of the 
final match. Idol, who had wrestled 
cleanly throughout the tournament, 
announced before the final bout that 
he would allow Lawler time to rest 
before the match got underway. After 
Lawler (who was still woozy from the 
double-piledriver) refused the offer, 
Idol sucker-punched him. 

During the wild bout, referee Jenry 
Calhoum was knocked out, and Funk 
and Gilbert ran to the ring. Idol held 
Lawler for a double-clothesline, but 
Lawler ducked, and the rulebreakers 
accidentally smashed Idol. Lawler 
quickly covered Idol for the winning

Although Lawler was declared the 
champion, the action didn’t end 
there. Idol, Funk, and Gilbert triple- 
teamed Lawler, hit him with a bar- 
rage of punches and kicks, and 
piledrived him several times. Jeff 
Jarrett ran to the ring and attempt- 


ed to save Lawler, but also was 
piledrived. After battering Jarrett, the 
rulebreakers finally left the ring. 
“Typically, Idol couldn’t come to 
grips with his defeat like a man,” 
said a happy but bruised Lawler. “He 
and his cronies did their best to take

“You 
don’t want anyone say- 
ing you got a tainted win. 
There’s no quicker way 
to ruin your reputation in 
this business.”

countout, you don’t get 
the same satisfaction,’ Mike Ro- 
tundo relates. “It’s like a tie in 
football.” 

“| want to pin a man’s shoul- 
ders to the mat,” says Scott 
Steiner. “Il don’t want to win 
‘cause he got the ref ticked off.” 

In an informal poll, more than 
70 percent of all wrestlers were in 
favor of eliminating victories by 
countout or disqualifica- 
tion. In fact, a surprising 
amount of those said 
they’d prefer to lose than 
win by  countout or 
disqualification! 

“If | win by countout,” 
Southern Boy Steve 
Armstrong says, “people 
say all | did was beat my 
opponent back into the 
ring, so what’s the big 
deal? And winning by 
disqualification is a sort 
of empty feeling, be- 
cause you don’t 
really feel like you beat 
the man. At least when | 
lose, something decisive 
happens. Not good, but 
decisive.” 

Naturally, many wres- 
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tlers shared the fans’ disgust with 
the way former NWA _ World 
champion Ric Flair repeatedly got 
himself disqualified to retain the 
belt. 

“Because you can’t lose the ti- 
tle on a DQ, Flair hid behind the 
DQs,” says Rotundo. “Imagine if 
he couldn’t have done that.

title match by his own 
skills, instead of by trick- 
ery. It would have 
changed the face of 
wrestling history, and it 
would have shown us 
just how good Flair really 
is.” 

For several years in 
the World Class area, 
champions hiding behind 
the DQ rule was no prob- 
lem, as_ titles could 
change hands via dis- 
qualification. Chris Ad- 
ams, who defeated Rick 
Rude for the World Class 
belt in 1986, won the title 
via pinfall, but recalls 
how everyone thought 
Percy Pringle, Rude’s 
manager at the time, 
would interfere and 
cause Rude to lose the belt. 

“There was a lot of tension be- 
tween Rude and Pringle that 
wouldn’t have been there normal- 
ly,” Adams says. “Percy loves to 
interfere in his men’s matches. 
He has a lot of trouble restraining 
himself. | can remember several 
occasions when Percy nearly cost 
Rude the belt. In fact, when | beat 
Rude, Percy attempted 
to hit me with his cane, 
but he missed and hit 


Rude instead. | could 
have won the belt right 
then and there 


by disqualification, but | 
covered Rude for the 
pin.” 

Nevertheless, Adams 
says he’d prefer not hav- 
ing titles change hands 
on a disqualification, or 
even a countout. 

“| know it’s a problem 
when you have men like 
Pringle getting involved,” 
Adams maintains, “but it 
should be the challeng- 
er’s responsibility to put 
someone in his corner to

As WWF fans start concentrat- 
ing on the feud between Dustin 
and Dusty Rhodes and Ted DiBi- 
ase and Virgil, everybody seems 
to want to know more about the 
24-year-old son of the ‘American 


Dream.” 

If you saw Dustin take Ted Di- 
Biase to a 10-minute draw recent- 
ly, you already know that he has 
a formidable amount of wrestling 
talent. 

Dustin made his pro debut on 
September 13, 1988, in Tampa, 
Florida, and beat rugged veteran 


On September 30, 1960, 
Shohei “Giant” Baba and Antonio 
Inoki made their pro debuts. Baba 
beat his first opponent, Tonetaro 
Tanaka, while Inoki lost his first 
bout to Kintaro Oki. 

On September 30, 1990, both 
men were honored with major 


“Bad” Bob Cook in about 12 min- 
utes with a small package. For 
most of the two years that fol- 
lowed, Dustin split his time be- 
tween wrestling intermittently in 
Florida (and, in the past few 
months, in the WWF) and training 
with his father near Austin, Texas. 
But | think the most interesting 
bit of information about the father- 
son combo can be gleaned from 
two quotes from the “Introducing 
Dustin Rhodes” feature in the 
January 1989 edition of The 
Wrestler, our sister publication:

Cactus Jack (slamming David Sammartino) has the potential to become 
a great wrestler, writes Bob Smith, but he gets more bizarre by the day. 


Two infamous brawlers have returned to the sport, 
fans, so beware: 

JACK’S BACK! Believe it or not, I recently was begin- 
ning to worry about crazed Cactus Jack, one of the 
wildest competitors anywhere. I first met Jack in a New 
Haven, Connecticut, locker room back in 1988, and at

first I thought he was a pretty nice guy. He seemed young 
and eager to make a name for himself, and he actually 
was polite and soft-spoken. 

Then I saw him wrestle later that night. He proceeded 
to use every savage tactic ever invented to nearly dismem- 
ber The Cheetah Kid. During 1989, Jack turned up in the 


“World Class area, and he got even more sadistic, both in 


and out of the ring. Then he went on to the NWA, where 
he formed a brutal tag team with Kevin Sullivan early in 
1990. 

Right when Cactus and Sullivan seemed on the verge of 
doing big things in the NWA, both of them disappeared. 
Sullivan was forced out of action with a hand injury, and 
Jack vanished altogether. ‘Where would a guy like that 
go? Could you imagine him leaving the sport and trying 
to enter the everyday work force? Imagine Cactus Jack as 
a short-order cook. Or, worse yet, as a cab driver or 
hospital worker. Ugh! 

Thankfully, my fears have been alleviated. Jack spent a 
couple of months in independent federations before re- 
turning to the national scene as part of the new Universal 
Wrestling Federation, which can be seen weekly on the 
SportsChannel America cable network. It didn’t take long 
for Jack to reestablish himself as a maniac, either. In a 
bout against David Sammartino, Jack used his flying 
clothesline over the top rope to nearly decapitate the 
second-generation star. 

The amazing thing about that move is that it does 
nearly as much damage to Jack as it does to his oppo- 
nent! Why would he keep using a maneuver that could 
very possibly cripple himself? 

“Feels good to me!”’ bellowed Jack following a recent 
card in California. “‘I] smash guys so hard with the 
clothesline that I just propel myself right over the top 
rope, too. Then, when the guy is lying outside the ring, 
WHAM! I smash him with my flying elbow from the 
apron. Hahaha! Nobody can beat me when J use both 
moves in combination.’’ 

You would figure that by now Jack would have some 


kind of a goal for his career, like winning a championship 
belt. Guess again. 

“T just wanna put people in the hospital,”’ said Jack, 
grinning a toothless grin. ‘‘Titles are for weenies. Any- 
body can win a belt, but I wanna set a record for putting 
guys in traction. Then I’ll know I’m a real success. Man, 
that would be great!” 

Personally, I detest what Jack does in the ring, but I 
still respect his raw ability. I think that underneath that 
crazed exterior lies a potentially great wrestler, but he gets 
more bizarre every day. 

And speaking of bizarre ... 

ARROGANT EMBRY. Last year, Eric Embry won the 
1989 PWI ‘Inspirational Wrestler of the Year’? award, 
and it couldn’t have gone to a more deserving person. For 
most of that year, Embry fought nearly singlehandedly 
against the forces of Gen. Skandor Akbar and Tojo 
Yamamoto, who were trying to take over the World Class 
area any way they could.

Eric Embry once fought on behalf of all World Class fans, 


Hurricane Castillo Jr. One week later, Embry showed he 
could be just as vile in front of same people he used to 
call “my family” as he bloodied and defeated popular 
Billy Travis at a Texas Wrestling Federation card in 
Dallas. 

Surprisingly, Embry shows no remorse whatsoever since 
his return: to rulebreaking, the style he’s employed for 
most of his career. 

“As long as I’m winning matches and titles, I’m hap- 
py,” said a downright surly Embry after the Metroplex 
card. ‘‘These Texas fans have short memories, don’t they? 
After all I did for them in 1989, these people boo me now 
like I’m garbage. Well, I don’t care. I’m back in fighting 
shape now, and I’m going to be a real force in this sport 
again. I don’t care who I have to beat or what tactics I 
have to use, either. Just remember—Embry will be num- 
ber one in 91.” 

“I don’t know who to root for anymore,” said Pearl 
Winstead, a regular at most Dallas wrestling cards. ‘‘First 


but with men like Percy Pringle at his side, Embry has 


turned back to rulebreaking and deeply saddened his loyal followers. 


Embry fought against men like P.Y. Chu-Hi, Gary 
Young, and even Cactus Jack, and came up a winner 
every time. He soared high into the Most Popular ratings, 
and fan clubs were formed in his honor. It looked as if 
the sport had found a new hero. 

As it turned out, Embry’s actions were just a conve- 
nient way to keep his name in the public eye. After laying 
low for almost a year, Embry is wrestling full-time again, 
but he bears little resemblance to the man the fans used to 
admire. Instead, Embry has turned into a complete 
monster. 

Want proof? On September 23 in Juana Diaz, Puerto 
Rico, Embry teamed with brutal Rick Valentine to win 
the WWC Caribbean title from Miguel Perez Jr. and 


Kerry Von Erich left the area, and I was heartbroken. I 
rushed to the Metroplex when I found out that Embry 
was back home, but he’s turned his back on all of us 
now. I’m so frustrated, I really feel like crying.” 

There are still people that Winstead can support. After 
all, honorable men like Kevin Von Erich, Chris Adams, 
and Travis remain. However, losing Embry not only hurts 
Texas, but the entire sport. There have been few men 
with the bravery and stamina of Embry that have fought 
for the fans to the very last drop of their blood. 

But that was yesterday. 

Now, Eric is nothing more than a common thug, and a 
sickeningly low-class one to boot. 

Every day, it gets harder to be a wrestling fan. O

Big 
Bossman, the former prison guard, 
comes to Jake’s rescue and for his ef- 
forts gets a kick in the head from 
Roberts, who writhes on the ground in 
a blind fury. Martel and Love exit 
stage left while a dozen wrestlers com- 
fort Roberts as they wait for an 
ambulance.

Well, NWA U.S, champi- 
on Lex Luger is no scrawny pip- 
squeak. But Sid Vicious is certainly 
treating him that way. 
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Vicious, one of the few men able to overpower 
Luger in a test of strength, says his goal is to 
humiliate the U.S. champion. 


“T kicked sand in Luger’s face!” 
Vicious howled after dominating 
Luger in every facet of a recent 
match that he ultimately lost by 
countout. “T’ve done it so many 
times, it’s getting boring!” 

According to Vicious, victory 
isn’t the main goal in his matches 
against Luger. 

“T want to humiliate him first,” Vi- 
cious said. “T’ll pin him later. In fact, 
I'll pin him whenever I want. But 
right now, I want to show him up for 
the punk that he is.” 

Luger is hardly a punk, but he 
has found himself uncharacteristi- 
cally dominated by Vicious. 

Perhaps Luger should send for 
that Charles Atlas brochure. With 
performances like these, and em- 
barrassing postmatch comments by 
Vicious, he’s become the pip- 
squeak on the beach. 

Of course, nobody but Vicious 
really believes that. 

“Vicious doesn’t wrestle, he 
brawls,” Luger said. “Tf I went into 
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my matches with him and had no 
interest in winning them, I could do 
the same thing. But I’m the champi- 
on, and I can’t get away with that. If 
I don’t go in looking to win, I’m in 
trouble. 

“Listen, Vicious can do whatever 
he wants,” Luger continued. “I can 
take it. My body was built to with- 
stand punishment. If Vicious 
doesn’t realize he’s wasting his 
time, that’s his problem.” 

Luger was then asked if he’s em- 
barrassed by the way Vicious has 
overpowered him. 

“T think I’ve already answered 
that question,” Luger snapped 
back. “Who has the belt? Vicious is 
a patsy—he’s done nothing.” 

Which is hardly the case. Vi- 
cious, whatever his objectives, has 
dominated one of the most power- 
ful men in the sport. If nothing else, 
he has gained a psychological 
edge over Luger. This edge, as Vi- 
cious pointed out, could be all he 
needs to eventually win the U.S. 
title. 

“Actually,” Vicious maintains, “‘it 
was the edge I needed to get 
matches against Sting for the only ti- 
tle that really counts, the NWA 
World championship. I’ve eamed 
my chance.” 

In reality, Vicious ‘‘earned” his ti- 
tle shot by savagely attacking Sting. 
“What I’ve done to Luger will put 
the fear of God in Sting,” Vicious 
said. “Sting. knows he isn’t nearly as 
strong as Luger. Yeah, he’s a better 
wrestler, scientifically, any- 
way. But if! can manhandle Luger, I 
Can-break Sting in half like a twig. 
Maybe it won’t happen nght away, 
but it'll happen eventually. I quar- 
antee it.” 

The NWA encouraged violent 
Vicious’ winning-by-losing tactics 
by granting him the title shot at 
Sting. But, as Luger said, Vicious 
has only proven his ability to over- 
power an opponent on the way toa 
disqualification; he has yet to prove 
his ability to win. 

“That’s the bottom line,” Luger

said. “T’ve said it once and I'll say it 
again: The only thing people re- 
member in this sport is who wears 
the title belts.” 

“Yeah,” Vicious responded. 
“And if his bones don’t remember 
what I did to him, I’d:be very sur- 
prised. Luger's covering up. That’s 
what happens when a proud man 
has been stripped of his biggest 
weapon. He knows! don’t fear him 
at all, and my supposed fear of him 
was his biggest ally by far.” 

“T’ve seen Vicious’ best,” Luger 
shot back, “and I’m still standing. 
What does that say?” 

It probably says that Vicious’ talk 
has been better than the results 
he’s achieved. Vicious lacks direc- 
tion; he always has. He needs to set 
a goal and go after it in a workman- 
like manner. This ‘destroy first, pin 
later” plan can’t work. 

“Sid’s a good man,” said his fel- 
low Horseman Ric Flair, “but I’ve 
told him a million times: When you 
have a chance, you’ve gotta grab it. 


You can’t let chances slip away. He 
goes after Luger, he gets him, then, 
instead of going for the win, he tries 
to punish Luger a little more. His 
game plan never makes the turn.” 

It never makes the tum toward 
victory. 

“If Luger’s crippled, he’s an easy 
pin,” Vicious said. 

“If I thought I was in that much 
danger,” Luger countered, “I’d 
change my game plan, too.” 

Exactly. 

Remember the final frames of the 
cartoon in the Charles Atlas ad. 
Scrawny no more, the “‘pipsqueak” 
retums to the beach. Women rush 


to his side. The bully is put in his 
place once and for all. 

Of course, the bully had his 
chance to put away the pipsqueak. 
He didn’t. He let it slip away. 

Sid Vicious may already have 
had his best chance to put away 
Luger—a chance that he has al- 
lowed to slip away for the fleeting 
pleasure of inflicting more 
punishment. 

And Luger—no pipsqueak, to be 
sure—won't forget it. 0

the wily veteran an op- 
portunity to meet Stan Hansen in a “Death Island” match in 
Pennsauken, New Jersey. 

Funk readily accepted the challenge, and the torrid Texas 
twosome brawled in the ring, out of it and all over the 
nearby beach. Funk won the bout by disqualification, but 
something more important had happened: He was back, and 
he relished it. 

Next up for Funk was a September 15 appearance in Phila- 
delphia, where he was disqualified in a wild and bloody bout 
against Jerry Lawler. The match rekindled the longstanding 
hatred between Funk and Lawler, and Funk wanted another 
piece of “The King.” On October 8, Funk entered a tourna- 
ment to fill the vacant USWA title in Memphis. Although 
Lawler recaptured the gold, Funk (who lost to Lawler in the 
semifinal round) took part in a gang-up on Lawler after the 
final bout. 

Managing Editor Craig Peters and Associate Editors Bob 
Smith and Eddie Ellner ventured to Funk’s ranch in Amarillo, 
Texas, to find out what the grizzled 25-year veteran’s next 
move would be.

ARE ARE THE nights that 

Dustin Rhodes gets to watch his 
father wrestle. It had been ages since 
the days when he would sit in the 
stands, sucking on soda pop and 
munching down popcorn, ' watching 
his father beating the best wrestlers in 
the world. 
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So, on a recent evening when 
Dustin had the chance to relive his 
past, he grabbed the opportunity. On 
this night, Dustin picked up his com- 
plimentary ticket and sat in the front 
row at the Toledo Sports Arena in 
Ohio. When his dad, Dusty Rhodes, 
entered the ring, he cheered like a 
little kid. 

Hey, this is fun! 

Just like in the past, Dustin’s emo- 
tions went up and down with the 
flow of the match. Randy Savage 
gained the advantage. Dustin urged 
his father on. Dusty rallied. Dustin 
stood up and cheered. Savage nearly 
scored a pin and Dustin gasped. 
Dusty escaped and there was life 
again. 

Then Ted DiBiase and Virgil decid- 
ed to watch the match, too. 

When DiBiase and Virgil walked 
into the crowd, everyone’s attention 
turned away from the match. Virgil 
pulled out a wad of money; DiBiase 
walked from fan to fan, offering 
each $100 to vacate his seat. 

Money talks, fans walk. Suddenly, 
there was only one person left in the 
front row: Dustin. And when Virgil 
and DiBiase took a seat at either side 
of Dustin, trouble was only seconds 
away. 

Dustin continued to cheer on his 
father. Virgil and DiBiase screamed 
for Savage. An argument started. 
The. argument developed into a 
brawl. Dustin was overmatched. 
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Dusty, of course, knew his son was in the front 
row. He also noticed when DiBiase and Virgil came 
out. This was enough of a distraction. But when 
DiBiase and Virgil attacked his son, Dusty could 
take no more. 

He forgot about Savage and started to leave the 
ring. Savage attacked him from behind and scored 
the pin. Dusty, groggy, didn’t seem to care. He only 
cared about his son. But by the time Dusty saved 
Dustin, the damage had already been done. DiBiase 
and Virgil were gone. The humiliation was 
complete. 

Dusty Rhodes has suffered humiliation in his life.

Indeed, Dustin’s had better luck against DiBiase 
than Dusty has. On October 6 in Boston, for exam- 
ple, DiBiase slugged Dusty over the head with his 
“million-dollar belt’’ and scored an easy pin. Similar 
occurrences have been taking place in arenas 
throughout the country. 

In this family feud, the son has fared better than 
the father. 

“Dusty is so mad at DiBiase for buying Sapphire 
that he just loses his mind every time he steps into 
the ring,”’ said Rhodes’ former partner Dick Mur- 
doch. “He can’t wrestle his game. But Dustin is 
fighting for survival and respect. Those are the most 
dangerous wrestlers of all.’ 

Like we said: Who’s next? 

DiBiase has had a miserable WWF career. All of 
his accomplishments have come through his wallet. 
His quest for the WWF World title was a dismal 
failure. He has come out on the short end of nearly 
every feud. Money has done all the talking for 
DiBiase. 

Imagine if he didn’t have Virgil. 

Dusty was doing fine until DiBiase bought Sap- 
phire. Then something clicked in his head. He went 
crazy. 

Fortunately, Dustin is still wrestling on solid 
ground. 

Are we witnessing the birth of a champion? 
Dustin has wrestled for a couple of years, but never 
with such determination. He has lived up to the 
challenge, but the challenge has just begun. DiBiase 
and Virgil have vowed to put him away. 

Dustin isn’t exactly shaking in his shoes. 


With DiBiase’s success against Dusty (left and

RO WRESTLING ILLUSTRATED has its own way of ranking wrestlers. On 
our ratings pages every month, we compile a Top 10 list based on the inherent 
skill of each wrestler, the past month’s won-lost record, and quality of 
opposition. 

But instead of arriving at a list that can be objectively and undeniably 
viewed as a ranking of the 10 best in the sport, we arrive at a Top 10 that’s a 
basis for argument among fans, journalists, and, as it turns out, even the 
wrestlers themselves. 

Our best isn’t their best. 

There are far different criteria at work. 

“‘When I step into the ring, I don’t care how many matches my opponent’s 
won or who he’s been wrestling,” said U.S. champion Lex Luger. “‘I care 
about how he can wrestle and what kind of danger he poses to me. A guy can 
be the best wrestler in the world, but if I can handle his best moves, he’s not 
the best against me.” 

With this in mind, the editors of Pro Wrestling Illustrated compiled a 
questionnaire and submitted it to 20 top NWA wrestlers. Their answers were 
given anonymously, in order to ensure the greatest level of truthfulness. 

The questions ranged from, ‘‘Who do you try to avoid as an opponent?” 
to ‘‘Which move do you fear most?”’ to “‘Who is the fiercest competitor?” to 
“Which wrestler has the most complete repertoire?” 

Our goal was to find out who the wrestlers themselves think is the best in 
the federation. 

And although he wasn’t the number-one answer to each question, Scott 
Steiner’s name was consistently among the top in each category. 
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Not NWA World champion Sting. Not six-time former World champion 
Ric Flair. Not NWA World tag team champions Ron Simmons and Butch 
Reed. Not Luger, Arn Anderson, nor Sid Vicious. 

Scott Steiner. 


“It’s an honor to get singled out by your peers,” Scott said. ‘‘Still, there are 


a lot of great wrestlers in the NWA. Heck, I haven’t even won a singles title 
here yet!” 


He could, at least in the minds of the other NWA stars. 

“The suplex is one of the most painful moves in the sport, 
and Steiner has a collection like nobody else,’’ said one NWA 
wrestler. “‘His ‘Frankensteiner’ is awesome, he’s strong as a 
bull, and he never gives up. When I wrestle Steiner, 1 know I’m 
in for a night’s work. Make that a week’s work.” 

Steiner’s style—always straight-ahead—constantly has oppo- 
nents fighting to avoid backward movement. Although he isn’t 
the most complete wrestler, he’s pretty close. And he might be 
the most fearless. 

“As far as overall ability, there’s nobody like Flair,’ an 
NWA fan favorite said. ‘‘He has all the moves and he knows 
just when to use them. But Flair sometimes relaxes during a 
match. Steiner keeps coming at you.” 

Steiner and Luger fared about equally on the question, 
‘Which one move of all potential opponents do you fear 
most?”’ 

Opponents are terrified of Luger’s backbreaker. Many of those questioned, 


however, pointed out that Luger often fails to complete the move. The 
‘‘Frankensteiner’’ is almost always a success. 


Although he isn’t the most 


complete wrestler, he’s pretty close. 


And he might be 
the most fearless. 


“‘He only uses it when he knows it’s going to work,’’ one wrestler said. 
“You get to the point in a match where you’re helpless to avoid it. It’s 
basically curtains. But look at Luger: How many times did he get Flair up in 
the rack and fail to complete the move?” 

Sting was often mentioned when we asked: ‘“‘Who best combines scientific 
and brawling ability?” The World champ reached the top because of his 
ability to wrestle in any style. 

Again, however, Steiner scored high on this question. He was one of the 


finest collegiate wrestlers in the country. As a pro, he has bulked up and 
added the ability to brawl. 


“Some guys wrestle scientifically for a while, then they’ll go to punching 
and kicking, then they’ll go back again,’’ another wrestler said. ‘Steiner can 
do both at once. He’ll hit you with a takedown, then he’ll maul you with his 


fists. It’s disheartening.” 

To our surprise, madmen such as Stan Hansen and Sid Vicious 
were rarely mentioned in our survey. Apparently, most wrestlers 
find these men too one-dimensional. They all brawl, but do little 
else. They are surely dangerous, but they can be beaten. 

Steiner, as he pointed out himself, has never won a singles title 
in the NWA. But an examination of his singles match record 
reveals almost flawless performance: He rarely gets pinned, and 
often wins by pinfall. 

“Stepping into the ring with Steiner is like asking for a black 
mark on your record,” was one response. 

Perhaps he has not reached the top because he hasn’t concen- 
trated on reaching the top. Scott and his brother, Rick, are the 
U.S. tag team champions. Scott has put aside his singles aspira- 
tions—for now. 

“T don’t really have any,”’ he admitted. “‘I’d rather wrestle with 
Rick.” 

Perhaps his attitude will change now that he’s been singled out 
as the best of the best. O

T WAS LATE-July, and Paul 

Roma walked through the thick 

summer air toward his hotel. The 

night was heavy and unbearably 

humid, and Roma would surely 
have been more comfortable in a taxi. 
Yet he walked anyway. He needed 
time to think. 

His thoughts weren’t all bad; he had 
just pinned Paul Diamond after deliv- 
ering a resounding powerslam. The 
problem for Roma was that his vic- 
tories over non-contenders were getting 
him nowhere. Roma’s WWF career, 
like the atmosphere surrounding him, 
was decidely stagnant. 

“He was spending a lot of time by 
himself,” said a companion who trav- 
eled with Roma early last summer. 
‘Every time. we got to a new city, I 
wanted to go out and see the town, 
but his heart wasn’t in it. He was be- 
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coming very frustrated about his ca- 
reer. He felt like it wasn’t going 
anyplace. 

“T remember one night he got really 
angry at his whole life. He was talking 
to me about wrestling and all of a 
sudden he just went nuts. He started 
yelling about how life was unfair and 
how he’d never gotten a chance to 
show what he could do. I think he 
would have quit wrestling right then 
and there if I hadn’t been. able to calm 
him down.” 

It’s a good thing Roma regained his 
senses. Now, just a few months after 
his career seemed destined to run for- 
ever on a treadmill, Roma is part of 
one of the top tag teams in the WWF. 

Thank Slick for forming Power & 
Glory. 
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It was the middle of July and Her- 
cules had beaten Akeem with a clean 
pin. It was nice to win, of course, but 
Hercules’ celebration was short and 
relatively. subdued: He knew the vic- 
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tory meant nothing as far as heighten- 
ing his WWF status was concerned. 

“Hercules is one guy who I always 
thought could be a real force under the 
proper circumstances,”’ said WWF ex- 
pert Thomas Pilliard. “He always had 
the tools to succeed, but he didn’t have 
that extra edge. He was spinning his 
wheels for a long, long time. He need- 
ed something, or someone, to give him 
an extra push,” 

Not long ago, Hercules was a mi- 
nor, virtually expendable, piece of the 
WWF puzzle. Now he’s an integral 
part of a WWF tag team force to be 
reckoned with. 

Again, thank Slick for forming 
Power & Glory.

It doesn’t take a genius to recognize 
a pair of struggling careers. But it 
might take one to resurrect them both 
with a single bold stroke. That’s what 
Slick did when he fused the talents of 
Roma and Hercules into a tag team 
that has its eyes firmly and realistically

futility. Today, thanks to Slick, they 


are thrivirig as Power & Glory— 
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set on The Hart Foundation’s WWF 
World tag team championship. 

“Tt was a brilliant move,” said 
Pilliard. “I don’t know how Slick 
knew that those two would work so 
well together, but he did. Hercules and 
Paul Roma really owe Slick a lot.” 

One wonders precisely how Slick de- 
vised his plan. How was he able to tell 
that Hercules and Roma would click? 
Maybe Slick was just lucky. Maybe he 
took a gamble that paid off. Or maybe 
he studied the situation long enough to 
know he had a winning formula. 

Most likely, Slick was well aware 
that he was forming a solid unit. There 
are plenty of struggling wrestlers in the 
WWF, many with impressive skills and 
strength. It is ungracious to assume 
that Slick’s choice of Hercules and 
Roma was even slightly arbitrary. He 
saw each wrestler’s merits and knew 
that they could be far more successful 
as a team than they. had been on their 
own.

knows wrestling,’”’ said Capt. Lou Al- 
bano, the most successful manager of 
tag teams. in the sport’s history. “‘He 
has a deceptively good handle on what 
wrestlers can and can’t do. I’m sure he 
weighed a lot of options before bring- 
ing Hercules and Roma_ together. 
Frankly, it doesn’t surprise me that 
Slick came up with a winner. 

**You can’t just put any two wres- 
tlers together, you know,” Albano 
continued. ‘‘You could have two great 
individual wrestlers that would never 
be able to succeed as a team. Tag 
teaming requires the ability to work off 
one another, to sacrifice one’s own in- 
terests on behalf of the interests of 
one’s partner and of the team, and not 
all wrestlers mesh well enough to do 
that. Slick must have seen something 
in their -respective styles and personal- 
ities that tipped him off.” 

Power & Glory made its first major 
splash at SummerSlam ’90 by defeating 
The Rockers. The quick victory (six 
minutes flat) over such am established 
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scientific duo gave Power & Glory the 
respect of a large portion of WWF 
fans. 

“J don’t see why Power & Glory 
can’t move steadily to the top of the 
WWF,” said Marlon Sanders, who 
regularly attends WWF cards in Mas- 
sachusetts. “I know the Harts are 
strong champions and that Demolition 
and The Legion of Doom are consid- 
ered the strongest challengers, but I 
think Power & Glory will pass all of 
them eventually. They’ve only been 
wrestling together for a few months, 
and look how well they’re doing.” 

Far better than either one of these 
wrestlers would have dared to imagine 
a few months ago. Each man went 
from anonymity to stardom in less 
time than it takes to pass a federal 
budget. Suddenly, these one-time no- 
names are on the verge of realizing the 
promise of their team moniker.

(after picking myself up off the 
floor) was ask Bill Apter if we had 
a photographer in Kings Mountain, 
North Carolina, for the match. He 
shot me back a sarcastic stare that 
said, ‘“‘No—and you better not get 
on my case about it.” 

So, there is no photographic evi- 
dence of the match. But it is in the 
record book. Jones, a prohibitive 
underdog, trailed most of the way. 
He did manage to grab the upper 
hand, which immediately brought 
Fuller’s “Stud Stablemate” Matt 
Borne to the ring apron. Fuller 
whipped Jones toward Borne, but 
Jones stopped short and the cham- 
pion received the blow intended 
for the challenger. Three slaps of 
the mat later, the challenger—the 
old guy, the unrespected manag- 
er—would be champion of the 
SAPW. 

“We didn’t even celebrate that 
night,” Jones said. “It took a day 
or so for it all to sink in, and then 
my wife and I went out with anoth- 
er couple to a quiet restaurant.” 

No champagne-soaked blasts for 
this guy. Those days are long 
gone. He’s won so many champi- 
onships, most notably the NWA 
World tag team title three times, 
once with Rick Steamboat and 
twice with Masked Superstar. In 
78, he did, in fact, receive some 
recognition from the fans: He and 
Steamboat were voted Tag Team 
of the Year. 

That relationship with Steamboat 
would eventually deteriorate into a 
feud, the memory of which was 
revived in August when Jones was 
assigned to referee a match be- 
tween SAPW champion Robert 
Fuller and challenger Rick Steam- 
boat. Borne, at ringside for Fuller, 
was giving Jones a real hard time, 
and Jones threatened Fuller with 
disqualification. Fuller responded 
to the warning by attacking the 
referee. Steamboat ran to Jones’ 
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In the 1970s, Paul Jones fought Ric Mair. Now 
Jones has come back to win a championship. 
aid, and not only was a friendship 
revived, but also a_ wrestling 
career. 

“T was giving a comeback some 
thought for a while,” Jones told 
me. “I had been in training for 
about six months. Intensive train- 
ing. Training like I never did be- 
fore I retired. I wasn’t sure if I was 
going to come back full-time, but I 
was pretty sure I wanted to get in 
there for a couple of matches. 
Now, I have no choice.” 

Indeed not. At least not until he 
loses his championship, which 
could be soon. “I realize that,” 
Jones admitted, “but that’s okay. 
The SAPW has a lot of good, 
young talent. And I’m ripe to be 
taken. But I’m so proud right now, 
nothing bothers me.” 

Jones should be proud. He has 
done something that few men in 
sports ever have. Men in their 
mid-40s have won championships 
before, but not after being retired 
for five years. But, then, Paul Jones 
doesn’t look at the passing of time 
the way most of us do. 

In the words of Andre Gide in 
Pretexts, “At times it seems that I 
am living my life backward, and 
that at the approach of old age, 
my real youth will begin.” Oo 
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counteract a corrupt manager. Or 
to negotiate a contract stipulation 
stating that the manager be 
barred from the building or caged 
at ringside. Any man of hon- 
or would rather win a champion- 
ship by putting the champ’s 
shoulders to the mat for a three- 
count or by forcing him to 
submit.” 

AWA President Joe Blanchard 
has heard the wrestlers’ gripes 
and arguments dozens of times 
before, but their opinions haven’t 
swayed him a bit. 

“| think it would be absolutely 
ridiculous to abolish countouts 
and disqualifications,” Blanchard 
maintains. “They’re an_ integral 
part of the game. Let’s take 
countouts first. Two guys are real- 
ly going at it. The action spills 
outside the ring. They brawi all 
over the ringside area and 
throughout the stands. Now tell 
me, how long is the referee going

to allow that to continue? Till they 
can’t fight anymore? That’s ab- 
surd! That’s why we have the 
countout, to force these men to 
keep the action where it belongs, 
inside the ring. 

“Another argument for the 
countout,’’ Blanchard continues, 
“is the man who constantly bails 
out of the ring. Here in the AWA, 
that’s [World champion Larry] 
Zbyszko’s modus operandi. Every- 
body knows his shenanigans are 
a waste of time. A ref simply can’t 
let Zbyszko control the action that 
way. He must have the power to 
threaten him with a countout loss. 

“Then there’s the DQ rule. 
What a travesty it would be if we 
didn’t have that. It would be an 
invitation for any weapon to be 
brought into the ring. Men would 
be vying to see who could use 
the more effective foreign object. 


What you’d have would definitely 
not be wrestling.”’ 

Blanchard added that he 
doesn’t know of any other federa- 
tion official who feels differently 
than he does. 

“We know what is needed to 
preserve integrity in the sport,’ he 
says. “Simply changing the rules 
to end a match only on pinfall or 
submission may look like the fair 
thing to do, but it’s actually irre- 
sponsible. In my opinion, referees 
don’t use the DQ rule enough. 
These dyed-in-the-wool rulebreak- 
ers might change their ways if 
they got tossed right after the first 
infraction. I’m sick of hearing 
them bellyache about how they’re 
not treated fairly. | think we al- 
ready cut them too much slack.” 

As they might have said in 
Blazing Saddles: Joe Blanchard 
Johnson is right! O

PETERS: | don’t think it really hap- 
pened quite that way. As | recall, 
Eddie Gilbert left the dressing room 
to help you long before Idol made 
his appearance. 

FUNK: That's your version of what 
happened. But as everybody knows by 
now, Idol has stopped aiding and abet- 
ting a crumb like Lawler, and he’s 
come over to our side—meaning my- 
self and Gilbert, of course. You know, 
you've really got to hand it to “Hot 
Stuff.” He’s not the biggest dude in 
the world, but he’s not afraid to go 
out to that ring and stand toe to toe 
with skunks like Lawler. Does my
